PORT ARTHUR

REPORTED TO

BE ABSOLUTELY SEALED
BY DETERMINED JAPS .

Beginning to Be Believed That Repeated

Efforts to Bottle

Up the Russian

Stronghold Have Succeeded.

Denials by Russians Grow Evasive and Fainthearted--The Japanese
Planned to Block Entrance Effectively, Expressing a Wil-
lingness to Lose Half Their Men in Performing
the Feat—~News Is Reliable.

London, May 4.~The opinion galns
ground here thal the Japanese have at
last effectunlly blocked Port Arthur
No official Japanese reports have been
recelved, but Toklo correspondents are
very positive regurding the matter and
describe the determination with which
the enterprise wos undertaken,

The Dally Telegraph's correspondent
declares that the entrance to Port Ar-
thur is “sbsolutely sealed” and adds
thut the Japanese fleet In effecting Its
purpose stenmed Into the entrunce at
full speed and paval oMeers who made
two previous attempts and begged per-
mission to carry out the mext attanck
by daylight, that being the easler, and
thelr request was granted. ’

So determined were they to suc-’
ceed, udds the correspondent, that they
decided, If necessary, to lose half thelr
men.  The number of casualties sus-
tained by the Japanese hus not yet
been announced,

attempts had left the channeéls so nar-
row that a couple of vessels sunk in a

fair way would probably suffice to seal|

Toklo, May 4.—The reporta which
have been recelved here of the suc-
cesnful blocking of the entrance to

Port Arthur harbor by the Japanese,
coming on the heels of the news of the
victory on the Yalu, stirred Tokio to
another popular demonstration and
lanterns swinging high from bamboo
poles, puraded through the city, Half
n dogen bands of music led the var-
lous processions.

The officers of the war and navy de-
partments, and of the general staff,
were the scenes of (he greatest en-
thusiasm, Two of the imperial princes
visited the navy department, and the
pssembled crowd welcomed them with
clieers. Then the throng demanded
Admiral Ito, chief of the general staff
and the hero of the fght on the Yalu
during the Chino-Japanese war. He
appeared In response to the calls of
the people and saluted them.

It had been expected that tidings of
the Port Arthur engagement would
come Vice Admiral Togo some
time during the day, but none was
recelved.

The report which has reached here
from Europe that General Kuropatkin,
the commander-in-chlef of the Rus-
slan troops In the far east, Is person-
ally leading 20,000 men from Liso
Yang to Feng Wang Cheng, s wel-
comed as good news, on the theory
that the more aggressive the Ruasian
campalgn becomes the more speedy
will be Japan's final victory.

GIVES BATTLE IN DETAIL.

Czar Receives Report of Engagement
of May 1 from Field General.
St Petersburg, May 4.—The emperor
has recelved through General Kurop-
atkin, General Kashtalinsky's report
of the battle on May 1. It conaista
principally of a detailed statement of
the wvarlous tactlcal maneuvers of

Kashtalinsky's division.

The report concludes with the state~
ment that the Russinn losses amount
to 40 officers and 2000 men, and that
the "Japanese losses must have been
snormous.” Nowhere does he allude
to his having been wounded as report-
¢d by the Japanese,

Gormans Getting Wise.
Berlin, May ¢ —Newspapers here
have largely given up thelr disposition
to belittle the Japaness victory on the

Yalu. The first observations of  the
editors are now followed by articles
from military critics, one of whom de-
clares that the loss of half the Rus-
siun artillery “spells defeat.”

FEW IN CAMPS.

Strength of Russians in Southern Man-
churia Greatly Exaggerated.

London, May {.—The BStandard’s
Tien Tsln correspondent says he |is
convinced that the Russian position in
southern Manchuria s exceedingly
wenk, as a consequence of the enor-
mous number of men detached to guard
the rallway and to obtain provislons.
e belleven that the forces at Hal
Cheng and Lino Cheng are greatly ex-
aggerated. Camps, he says, are num-
erous, but there are few men In them.
There are peveral fortifications In the
hills between Chang Feng and Hal
Cheng, but the line of communication
Is weak and straggling.

London, May 4.—The Tokio corre-
spondent of both of the Telegraph and
the Chronlcle assert that Port Arthur
is effectively “corked.”

Japan Buys Ships.

Berlin, May 4.—The Vossische Zel-
tung says it Is informed that the Ger-
man Lioyd Stemship Company has
sold to the Japanese government eight
steamers belonging to Its east Aslatlc
lines for war purposes.

Ancther Battle Expected.
London, May 4.—It Is sald that the
Japanese have advanced to within 18
miles of Feng Wang Cheng, and an-
other engagement lg expected almost
immediately.

WRECKED CREW IN PORT.
Colon, Damaged by Striking Reef,
Sinks Rapidly.

San Francisco, May 4—The steam-
ship Acapuleo arrived today from Pan-
ama with the crew of the wrecked liner
Colon on board. Captaln Irvine and
Second Officer Thompson remained at

Actjutla with the wreck.

The ofcers of the wrecked steam-
ship say the vessel struck twice and
was hopelessly damaged from the
shock, Before she was beached the
water in her hold was 11 feet deep
and the vessel was far down by the
head and rapidly sinking. All on board
landed without much difficulty.

ESCAPES FROM TRAIN.

Both Officer and Murderer Gone—May
Be Drowned.

Ogden, Utah, May 4—It is reported
that a deputy sheriff from Butte was
on the westbound Southern Paelfic
with a prisoner arrested somewhere In
Nevada and that the prisoner attempt-
ed to escape by jumping from the traln
and was followed by the officer.

According to Sheriff Quinn of Butte
he was to meet the officer with the
prisonsr at Ogden, and recelved a tele-

gram from him, saying that he had
left Tacoma, Nevada, for Ogden with
the prisoner in charge. When the train
arrived neither of the men appeared,
and two men on the train claimed to
have seen them jump off. A search
was Immediately instituted, but they
were not found. It was then supposed
the men had fallen into the river, and
this waa thoroughly searched, but
without result.

The prisoner Is supposed to be the
murderer Lennox, and he was in the
charge of Deputy Sheriff Miller of
Bllver Bow county. About 10 o'clock
last night a man showed up at a sm-
loon at Five Points, In the northern
part of the city, covered with mud and
water, as If he might have been In the
river. He was alone, and offered no
explanation, but left the place in a few
minutes,

MYSTERY SOLYED AT LAST.

Henry Schultz of Bpokane Claimed by
His Family.

Bpokane, Wash.,, May {—Mystery
surrounding Henry Schultz, which has
been puzzling the police department
for the past week, has been cleared up
by the arrival of the family from his
former home in Elderon, Wis,

Schultz was found wandering about
the city Wednesday night a week ago,
seemingly out of mind, and when ques-
tioned he gave every [ndleation that
he wus dazed. He told the officers that
he came here the week before with a
stepdaughter who had disappeared,
taking what money they had with her.
The facts, as stated by the family, are
that the old man recently lost his saw
mill in Wisconsin by fire, losing about
$14,000. The trouble partially unbal-
anced his mind, and he and the step-
danughter came to Epokane to find a
new home. After their arrival here
the father sent the girl back to Eld-
eron to bring the family here, which
ghe did, and they are gain united. It
is their intention to take up a home-
stead.
